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The closed gentian blooms now in 
company with its more admired an 1 
notable 
sister, the 
fringed 
gentian, 
and we may feel inclined to choose 
this peculiar flower with its unopened 
petals, with 
its 
apparently belated 
and Therefore incomplete blossoming, 
as especially ex pressive and ty pical 
of the season. 
Here, too, is the roy al 
aster company , blue and purple, vio­ 
let 
and 
pale lavender, 
gathered 
in 
feathery masses along the roads, or 
girdling the woods around with their 
bank ed and profuse lux uriance. 
The 
beauty that these flowers confer upon 
the late autumnal fields is peculiar 
to this country , for England owns but 
one native aster. Only in her gardens 
do the asters bloom in profusion, and 
there they are the American variety — 
just such gold-centered, purple blos­ 
soms as we see about us today . 
As blue is the k ey note of the late 
autumn flowers, so crimson and scar­ 
let are the prevailing colors among 
fruits. 
The strawberry hush's crim­ 
son capsule splits open to ex pose and 
discharge 
its 
scarlet-covered 
seeds, 
and. whether we ex amine the stra w ­ 
berry hush proper or the creeping va­ 
riety , we will find the same brilliant 
coloring. 
High in the trees, and drap­ 
ing the thick ets, are the bittersweet 
berries, eq ually bright 
with 
scarlet 
and 
orange tints, 
while 
the 
alder 
stems are decorated with their bright 
red berries also. 
If the green leaves 
persist until late fall, as they often do, 
a stalk of this shrub forms as fitting 
and brilliant a winter house decora­ 
tion as the familiar, imported holly . 
The 
wild 
sarsaparilla’s orange and 
straw colored 'leaves remain on the 
stems far into the autumn also, and 
beneath 
the 
frost-curled 
foliage 
we 
see the clusters of dark blue berries. 
The lingering leaves are as beauti­ 
ful as the glossy fruit, and show all 
gradations in color from deep cadmi­ 
um to its palest tints, with here and 
th^re a m o r e sienna or y ellow ocher 
tinge. 
The ginseng, a member of the 
same family and of somewhat similar 
habit of growth, has berries of a bril­ 
liant red, and so this family , as well, 
continues the scarlet theme that 
runs 
through so many of the autumn fruHs. 
How intimately these late growths, 
particularly 
the 
flowers, reflect the 
spirit of the season. 
The spring flow­ 
ers so perfectly suggest their season 
that a stranger, without k nowledge of 
the time 
which 
gave 
them 
birth, 
would still, by the appearance of the 
blossoms, associate 
them 
with 
the 
spring months. 
The prevailing color 
being 
white 
with 
pink 
and 
purple 
flushes, or faint and delicate blue, is 
certainlv suggestive of the dawn and 
of the opening y ear, while the autumn 
tints and shades are suggestive of 
the after time, of the sunset and af 
terglow. 
The rich red cardinal flower 
which comes in late sum mer is deep­ 
est in hue of all our wild flowers, and 
these later oneg we have been con­ 
sidering are just as suggestive. 
The 
gold* nrod's prevailing orange is surely 
a reflection of our autum n sunsets, 
and the blue asters deepening to pur­ 
ple answ er to the bars of rain-cloud 
that accompany them. 
In the gen­ 
tians this color deepens until in the 
closed gentian it is so full and sign ill 
cant as to sy mbolize the dark ening 
twilight of the y ear, the storm blue 
of 
the 
approaching 
night-clouds; 
while the y ellow, filmy stars of the 
witch-hazel, which come still later, to 
close the floral season, are the faint 
lines of light, the last y ellow gleams 
that break low down on the horizon 
before night and winter wholh cios* 
down.

a y ear to their wealth. 
T h ough the origin of corn is very 
ancient, its use on a large scale is 
very modern. 
Darwin, the great naturalist, w’hile 
traveling in Peru, found an ear re­ 
posing in a metal vessel eighty -five 
feet below the present surface of the 
soil.

The average layman is still rather 
skeptical, but hi1 can not fail to he Im­ 
pressed by the latest achievements by 
the masters of aeronautics in Germany, 
in France and in the United States.

German government will accept the air­ 
bill) for military use. Already German 
professors and military men are ndvo- 
-ettting t he const rind ion—of— a. fleet of 
Zeppelin airships and the Immediate 
application of aviation to warfare. The 
author of a novel on war in the air is 
announcing the organization of a Ger­ 
man Aerial Navy league for energetic 
action. 
It is hardly necessary to say 
that France and England will not per­ 
mit Germany to maintain aerial 
su­ 
premacy if they can help It. 
The for 
mer has her own type of airship which 
Is expected to 
accomplish 
wondeis, 
while England is asking what tilt* de­ 
velopments in the air will mean to her 
boasted Insularity and her great naval 
strength. 
She will doubtless stimulate 
aeronautics In every way in order to 
prevent rival powers from obtaining a 
permanent and decided advantage In 
the new form of navigation. 
The notes 
of warning are already being sounded, 
and various leagues are urging action 
without delay. 
Meantime the eommer- 
elal and peaceable uses of the dirigible 
airship a re by no means suffering neg­ 
lect. 
The news comes from I tor 11 it that 
a company is being formed there to es­ 
tablish a line of passenger airships to 
the other capitals of Eutoik*. 
Rankers 
and manufacturers are investing money 
hi tile enterprise, and presumably they 
feel that aerial navigation has entered 
upon a stage of thoroughly pm ct I ca i 
'service, 
In short, amazing things are 
being accomplished in 
the 
air, and 
doubtless the next few years will wit­ 
ness marvelous changes in locomotion 
and transportation, 
Science is not far

The Democratic party's promise t#

good# is one it would not undertake to 
redeem lf given power. 
Take sugar for example. 
We have 
what is called the Sugar Trust. 
But 
the Democratic states of the South and 
the sugar beet growing states of the 
West demand protect iou for their sugar, 
and a Democratic majority In Congree# 
would not think of denying it. 
And 
w hat is true of sugar is true of tobacco 
any many other articles. 
It is also proposed to deny protection 
to industries whose products are sold 
abroad at less than domestic price#. 
This is equally 
impracticable if pro­ 
tection is to be continued as a system. 
There are so many reasons why prod­ 
ucts may on occasion be sold abroad at 
less than domestic price# that the fact 
of such sales is not at all conclusive as 
to the existence of a domestic monop­ 
oly, or as to any particular industry’s 
independence of protection. 
The true principle Is protection lim­ 
ited to the needs of 
the 
Industries 
adapted to the resources of our country. 
The question of whether the domestic 
industry is monopolized or dominated 
by one or two large concerns is not m a­ 
terial. 
The professed purpose of the 
law is to protect labor, and therefore 
the material question is the needs of th# 
industry, free or monopolized, which 
employs the lal>or. 
It is the question of 
what protection, if any, the domestic 
industry needs 
to control 
the 
home 
market against foreign competition. 
If 
a sale is made abroad at a discount on 
domestic prices the fact is material only 
as it may bear on the 
question 
of 
whether protection is needed to enable 
the home industry to dominate the home 
market. 
It should not be accepted as 
conclusive evidence on this point. Other­ 
wise, a sale of packing house products 
or of American tobacco abroad a t a dis­ 
count on domestic prices would be w ar­ 
rant for withdrawing protection from 
our producers of live stock and tobacco. 
The duty of Congress Is to ascertain th# 
actual needs of the industry through 
the best evidence obtainable and then 
Emit its protection to these needs.— 
Dubuque Times.

Richmond. Va., Sept, IG.—Deciding 
arg inst the South Carolina dispensary 
Commission, the United States circuit 
court of appeals bas banded down an 
opinion 
sustaining 
the 
opinion 
of 
Judge J. ('. Pritchard of the circuit 
court for the district of South Caro­ 
lina, iii the famous case of Fleisch- 
inann A- Co., and others against the 
commission. 
This decision was writ­ 
ten by Judge James E. Boyd of Greens­ 
boro, N. C, and concurred in by his 
associates. 
Judge 
Edmund 
Waddill, 
and Chief Justice Fuller of the su­ 
preme court of the United States. The 
decision is a voluminous one and holds 
thai 
the 
proceeding 
is 
not 
a suit 
against the state and that the com­ 
plainant is not forbidden to maintain 
his action by tile eleventh amendment 
to the federal constitution. 
It holds 
that the framers of that amendment to 
the constitution never conceived that 
a Southern state could engage in the 
liquor business and become a trader 
by busing and selling an article of 
common traffic in common with the 
citizens of the country. 
The 
court 
questioned, 
therefore, 
whether the state was ex* reusing a 
governmental prerogative or perform­ 
ing a function necessarily or properly 
incident to its autonomy a s a state. 
It 
declared that the fund in controversy, 
which the complainant claims it should 
be paid from, being in the hands of the 
commission, charged with the duty.of 
abolishing the dispensary, the stale 
has no interest in so much thereof as 
Is necessary to pay the just debts. 
The members of the commission, ac­ 
cording ro the court, hold the funds 
in trust for payment of all just debts 
of the state* dispensary and the cred­ 
itors of the dispensary ' have a prop­ 
erty in the funds in the hands of the 
commission 
to the extent 
that 
the 
debts are shown to be just and a judi­ 
cial determination of the true amount 
of such debts can in no way affect the 
rights and interests of the state." The 
suit, said the decision, is not against 
the state nor is the state an indispen­ 
sable party.” 
"Treating the funds in the hands of j 
the appellants 
as a trust fund,’’ it I 
adds, “and the duties of the trustees i 
being clearly defined, and the trustor! 
is not even a necessary party to a suit J 
brought to compel the trustees to dis-1 
charge their duties. Tin dr position ap- j 
pears to bt* that the agents and repro-, 
sed a tiv e s of the debtor should con ] 
stltute a tribunal absolute in its char 
acier to arbitrarily pass on what, if j 
anything, is due an alleged creditor, 
and if a claim be adjudged invalid j 
without 
further opportunity for re I 
dress on the part of the creditor. 
To] 
uphold such a contention would be to 
deprive such a creditor of his propert.v 
without due process of law." 
The court sa.\s regarding the elev­ 
enth a m endm e nt: 
"Undoubtedly the eleventh amend 
men! was-intended to prevent the fed 
eral court in subs prosecuted by th* 
* itizens of another state or c i t i z e n s ot 
subjects of a foreign state from inter ’ 
feting with a state in preservation of J 
its autonomy in maintaining its own j 
system of selfgovernment, so long as 
such system is in harmony with th* I 
constitution of the United States. To] 
this end. therefore, the funds of the 
state in its treasury beld by its offi 
cern or agents tor use in the adminis- ! 
nation ot the governmental affairs of 
the state are not to be affected by the 
process of the federal court, nor can 1 
such c o u r t entertain jurisdiction of an 
action which has for its purpose the ; 
invasion of rights of the state to man 
age and control its internal affairs or 
of an action which will obstruct the I 
state authority or impair the state in-1 
strumentalities in the discharge of Ie- j 
gitimate functions in the maintenance ; 
of the state’s integrity."
